div erse reactio ns, bo th fo r and 
ag ainst.

equ ality with men. "F u ll em an­ 
cipation," they believe, can be 
realized only in a "classless 
society.” 
Yet a closer look at the "c la ss­ 
less” states of the E ast will soon 
reveal to the m em bers of Wom­ 
en's Lib that they harbor illu 
sions. 
No dou bt women in the dem o­ 
cratic West have m any ju stified 
grievances, bu t their statu s u n­ 
der the free enterprise system 
is incom parably su perior to that 
oi their sisters in the M arx ist- 
Leninist world. 
For instance, m ore than half 
of the labor force in "socialist” 
Ru ssia is fem ale. According to 
t h e 
K rem lin's 
propagandists, 
this proves that “ fu ll equ ality 
of sex es” ex ists in the Soviet 
Union. 
Bu t even Moscow’s au thorita 
tive L iterary G azette conceded 
recently that women em ployed 
on constru ction sites, in factor­ 
ies. 
m ines 
and 
the 
railw ays 
"u su ally do the heaviest work 
while 
men 
operate 
the 
m a­ 
chines.” 
The Com m u nist revolu tion, the 
M arx ist Leninists claim , "pu t an 
end to the denial of w om en’s 
rights and opened 
u p before 
them wide possibilities for ac- 
t i v e 
participation 
in 
pu blic 
w ork.” 
On paper this is tru e. Men 
and women are equ ally entitled 
to fu rther training for the im ­ 
provem ent of 
their 
qu alifica­ 
tions. Bu t u nder Soviet econom ­ 
ic and social conditions the du al 
bu rden of sharing the breadw in 
n er’s role and looking after the 
fam ily m eans that women u su ­ 


ally have neither the tim e nor 
the energy to spare. 
In fact, in no W estern capital­ 
ist cou ntry—certainly not in the 
United States — do women per 
form heavy physical work on 
su ch a scale as in the Com m u ­ 
nist cou ntries. 
M oreover, 
in 
no 
capitalist 
cou ntry is there a g reater eco 
nomic and social gu lf between 
the wives of the "u pperclass” 
Com m u nist bu reau crats or pro­ 
fessional women and ordinary 
working women as in the Corn 
m u nist states. 
Ru ssian women, especially the 
u nqu alified, are frequ ently u n­ 
aw are of their u nderprivileged 
statu s. Only a m inority, u su ally 
the you ng and better edu cated, 
see the lack of tru e equ ality of 
the sex es. 
Bu t even their dissatisfaction 
is seldom ex pressed in the form 
of social protest bu t rather in 
personal tensions and a strained 
fam ily atm osphere. 
The Com m u nist au thorities are 
increasingly w orried by the in 
crease in broken m arriages and 
the alarm ing drop in the birth 
rate. In 19 60 the national av er­ 
age was 24.9 births per thou ­ 
sand of the popu lation, bu t by 
19 69 the figu re had fallen to 17. 
For m any years after the rev­ 
olu tion it was considered that 
the Com m u nist state cou ld take 
over the m other’s role in the 
rearing of children and thu s re 
move the obstacle to fu ll-time 
em ploym ent for women. 
Bu t 
even 
m any 
die - hard 
M arx ist-Leninist sociologists now 
point ou t that the collective u p­ 
bringing of children is no real 
su bstitu te 
for fam ily environ­ 
m ent. 
N evertheless, there has been 
no letu p in the drive to recru it 
women for heavy labor. 
Moscow ju st celebrated "W om ­ 
en ’s D ay” as part of the official 
paean to "em an cipated ” Soviet 
womanhood. 
For the Krem lin 
this was another occasion to 
convince Ru ssian women that 
“ the sacrifice of personal in ter­ 
ests to produ ction is the su ­ 
prem e virtu e in Com m u nist so­ 
ciety.”

The majority of the 40.000 student body at Ohio State 
University had had enough. Disorders beginning April 
29 shut down the university for 12 days in May. The last 
of 4*000 National Guardemen left the campus just be­ 
fore Memorial Day, after standing guard for a week of 
student violence. 
Then a group of nine students calling themselves Stu­ 
dents for Majority Rights filed suit against the leaders 
of a student strike and asked for a million dollars in 
damages and an injunction barring further disruption. 
They wanted to be let alone, free of intimidation and 
violence, to pursue the education for which their par­ 
ents were paying and for which they had come to college. 
• The wonder is, that no other group of students had 
taken this simple, direct method of assuring themselves 
the education they seek. John A. Coppeler, 22, a senior 
journalism student, heads the Ohio State group. He de­ 
scribed himself as a political moderate. His parents have 
joined him in the suit, filed in Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court. 
Among those named as defendants was David Kettler, 
a professor of political science, who urged students to 
continue their attack on the university system. 
An­ 
other was Edmond W. Boston, a non-student member 
of the campus Afro-Am Society. In addition, seven stu­ 
dents were named, two girls and five boys. Also, the 
Third World Solidarity Committee, the Student Mobiliza­ 
tion Committee and the AD Hoc Committee for Stu­ 
dents Rights. 
The purpose of the suit, Coppeler said, is mainly to 
“ assert the right of students who wish to pursue their 
educational goals in an atmosphere free of intimidation 
and violence," It has had the immediate effect of silenc­ 
ing the: defendants, on the advice of their lawyers. The 
so-called sq u are s have found a way to continue with 
their schooling. They have shown the millions of like- 
minded college students on other campuses how to do it.

Thais Volunteers

With the dispatch of Thai volunteers to Cambodia, 
the Indochina war crawls closer to a war of Asians 
for/and by Asians. The Thais will defend Phnom Penh, 
the capital of Cambodia, and the two provinces that ad­ 
join Thailand. Battambang and Siem Reap, provinces 
which were occupied by Thailand for 118 years—first 
from 1794 to 19 07; and again from 1941 to 1946, during 
the Japanese occupation of Indochina. 
Due to this history, there are many Cambodians liv­ 
ing in Thailand opposite these provinces. And many 
Thai, on the border who speak Cambodian. The volun­ 
teers will be drawn from these bilingual people, so that 
they will be more acceptable to native Cambodians. 
The United States is not directly involved in this de­ 
velopment, but is happy about it because it advances 
President Nixon’s Guam doctrine. Especially, that the 
Thai and Cambodians are overcoming centuries of enmity 
in common defense against a hated foe. Thai Prime 
Minister Thanon Kittikachom has had forces in South 
Vietnam and now he will have substantial forces in 
Cambodia. 
r ' 
Thailand's intervention is for its own protection as 
well as tfeat of Cambodia. As Prime Minister Thanon 
reasoned, 'While, the volunteers are being sent at Cam­ 
bodia’* request, it would be better for Thailand to fight 
the Communist enemy away from home rather than to 
wait for him to arrive “ at one’s door." The volunteers 
expand Thailand’s support, which began with river 
boats, uniforms and other equipment as well as joint 
air reconnaissance along the Thai-Cambodian border. 
The Indochina war is escalating into essentially a war 
of free Asian nations against Communism; and is in their 
own self-defense.

Enslavement of Baltic 
States by Soviet Union 


WASHINGTON 
It isn't 
often that a nation fights on 
both aides of a major war 
and comes out with a big 
prize 
derived 
from 
each 
adversary. 
The younger generation of 
today wasn’t even born when 
it all happened. For on the 
15th of this month, a tragic 
anniversary will be recorded. 
On that day in 1940 the Soviet 
Union — then an ally of Nazi 
G e r m a n y 
— 
annexed 
Lithuania. Estonia and Lat­ 
via, which the Red army had 
invaded and occupied after 
the conquest of Poland. Later 
on. when Hitler turned on the 
Russians 
in 
June 
1941, 
America came to their aid, 
and. as a consequence of the 
victory of the Western Allies, 
the Soviet Union wa* able to 
secure dominant control over 
the 
so-called 
independent 
g o v e r n m e n t s in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia. H u n g a r y , 
Rumania. Bulgaria and East 
Germany. 
Without Hitler’s help, the 
R u s s i a n s wouldn’t have 
acquired the 
Baltic 
States. 
Without America’s aid, they 
wouldn’t have won control of 
the 
‘‘captive 
nations” 
of 
Eastern Europe. 
The seizure of the Baltic 
States — Lithuania, 
Latvia 
and Estonia — has for many 
years been 
the subject of 
discussion 
in 
the 
United 
States, and efforts have been 
made in the United Nations 
to persuade the Russians to 
liberate the three countries. 
The 
United 
States 
Govern­ 
ment has over the past 30 
years maintained a policy of 
non-recognition 
of 
the 
oc­ 
cupation of the Baltic States. 
The Senate Foreign relations 
Committee 
has 
again 
and 
again expressed disapproval 
of the Soviet course. 


Just four years ago. the 
House and Senate, each by 
unanimous vote, adopted a 
concurrent resolution urging 
the President of the United 
States ‘‘to direct the attention 
of world opinion at the United 
Nations 
and

and by such m^ans as he 
deems 
appropriate,

denial of the rights of self-
